i;ujd. 'So bitter was their hatred 
of each other,' said he, 'that for 
three years they sat at the same 
Inbii: uiitl siepL in tiie same iiouse. 
yet never onee spoke to each 
nther during the whole of that 
*ime.' Suddenly a voice waf; 
heard in Ihe gaJlerj-: 'It's a lie, 
Captain — it's five years since wh 
spoke to each other!' This wa.= 
from a young fellow who was .so 
hii by wba.* the Major had said 



that he could restrain his feel- 
ings no longer. 

'"Ah." said Stoker, "the truth 
has gone home, there! But you 
are not the party I was alluding 
to — they were bad, but you are 
■worse!' 

"The Holiness Meeting had 
been proceeding some time, one 
Sunday morning, when Stoker 
was stationed at Hartlepool: a 
song was sung, and then he got 
up, and proceeded to read from 
Mark xJv. 26-31. He had just got 
to verse 30, "Before the cock 
crows twice thou slialt deny me 
thrice,' when a large rooster 
perched itself in the doorway on 
the side of the stage of the old 
theatre and crowed loudly. 'We 
will read that verse' again.

friends," said Stoker, who had 
perceived at once the effect caus- 
ed by this unusual occurrence. 
He read the verse again, and 
again the rooster cro%%-ed as 
loudly as before. 'Lord, help us!' 
cried Stoker, .'there are some 
Peters here this morning!' and 
what w-ith his comments, and the 
feehng produced by the crowing, 
a sreue followed such as had not 
been experienced in the Corps 
for years, and scores of men and 
women repented of their cow- 
ardice and sought fresh power to 
follow the Master. 

"Shortly after his conversion 
he was lold by his Captain that 
he mast go to Cowpen (his na- 
tive village) to 'preach' at the 
Primitive Chapel the next week!

Ontario's Mineral Output. 

According to the report ol tha 
Deputy Minister of Mines, On- 
tario's mineral production con-i 
linues to increase. The aggre- 
gate production for 1010 much 
exceeded that oi any former year, 
the gain in value over 1009, pre- 
viously the roGOj-d year, being 
ij.pwards of six million dollars. 
The silvei- mines of Cobalt, which 
have placed Ontario in the posi- 
tion of the third largest producer 
of silver in the world, increased 
their output by four and three- 
quarter million ounces, and llie 
nickel mines of Sudbury, now re- 
cognized as the most imporlanfi 
source of this metal, by 5,495 
tons. Developments at Porcupine' 
afford gond ground for hoping 
ll'it Ontario will yet make an ap- 
preciable contrihution to the gold 
output ol the Dominion.

For instance, when deal- 
ing with that aspect of Christ's 
iife— unscliishncss— she told us 
hov.' that Colcsci Duff, when in- 
terviewing an Adjutant on her 
career, asked the Olllecr if she 
had had nice Lieutenants. "Yes," 
said the Adjutant, "I have had 
some beautiful Ll&uteuanls.. But 
yon know I have never lost sight 
of Ihe fact that it was my duty 
to make them into Captains, and 
not make them personal friends 
or helpers." The tumult of ap- 
plause that followed showed how 
fully the Field Ofllcers present 
appreciated the unselfishness of 
that Adjutant. A word to the wise 
is suiTloient. 

Something may be gathered, 
perhaps, from the foregoing con- 
ceruijjg the character of Mrs. 
Booth's counsel. As to their bless- 
ing and -inspiration we have ar- 
ranged for a number of represen- 
tative Officers to write.

"When I introduced His Wor- 
ship the Mayor and Mr. Suther- 
land I had no idea that I was do- 
ing so for the purpose of thank- 
ing me. I assumed something en- 
tiz'ely difTerent as the particular 
purpose for which they were go- 
ing to be called to the front. . I 
thank you for your expressions, 
and the compliment paid me, but 
I am going to ask you now to 
stand up on your feet, and to ap- 
plaufi by way of^.xpression of 
thanks to the speaker of the af- 
ternoon, after which we will sing 
the Doxology and close the meet- 
ing." 

The meeting was closed, but 
not all left the hall, ^pme sat in 
the hall througliout 't.e interval 
without refreshment rather than 
lose the opportunity of hearing 
Mrs. Booth at the evening meet- 
ing.
